It  is  with  great  honor  and  much  appreciation  that  we  dedicate  the  1999 
Town  Report  to  JD.  Colcord.  JD.  is  a  native  of  Sunapee,  NH  and  after 

graduating  from  UNH,  he  was 
commissioned  as  a  Second  Lieuten- 
ant in  the  United  States  Air  Force. 
During  his  service  in  the  Air  Force, 
he  served  at  all  levels  in  both  SAC 
and  the  Air  Force  Communications 
Command  including  Washington, 
D.C.  at  the  Pentagon  as  a  Communi- 
cations Electronics  Staff  Officer.  He 
retired  at  the  rank  of  Colonel  in  1979 
after  22  years  of  service. 

JD.  and  his  wife  Carol  purchased 
their  home  on  Brown  Road  in  1977. 
When  former  Selectman  Eugene 
Cook  resigned  in  1986,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  JD.  to  complete 
his  term.  At  the  following  Town  Meeting  he  was  then  elected  as  Selectman 
and  served  as  Chairman  for  the  next  twelve  years,  after  which  in  1 999  he 
decided  not  to  seek  reelection.    During  his  years  as  Selectman,  the  Town  of 
Warner  benefited  from  his  direction  and  leadership.  Many  Town  projects 
and  improvements  were  accomplished  during  his  tenure.  Some  of  the  more 
notable  projects  completed  were  a  Town- wide  reappraisal,  the  new  High- 
way Facility,  the  Transfer  and  Recycling  Station,  and  improvements  to  the 
Town  Hall  including  the  kitchen  renovation  and  the  new  wood  floor.  Job 
descriptions  and  pay  grades  for  all  Town  positions  and  computerization  of 
all  Town  records  were  also  realized  during  his  time  as  Selectman. 

JD.'s  involvement  in  the  various  projects  for  the  beautification  of  the  Town 
of  Warner  will  be  his  legacy  and  will  surely  set  a  standard  for  generations  to 
come.  The  lawns,  the  flowers,  and  the  American  flags  have  made  Warner's 
Main  Street  the  talk  of  neighboring  towns.  In  1994  he  was  instrumental  in 
the  formation  of  the  holiday  season  Festival  of  Trees  Celebration,  a 
celebration  in  which  JD.  took  great  pride  and  which  pleased  so  many 
Townspeople  and  will  for  years  to  come. 

We  are  grateful  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service  and  selflessness. 
Thank  you,  JD.  for  all  that  you  have  done  for  the  Town  of  Warner.  Your 
generous  devotion  of  time  will  long  be  remembered!

After  his  many  years  of  serving  as  Selectman,  J  D.  Colcord  decided  not  to 
seek  re-election  in  1999.  His  vast  knowledge  of  government  and  Town 
policy  will  be  greatly  missed.  Many  thanks  to  you,  JD  and  good  luck  in 
your  future  endeavors.  Upon  the  resignation  of  newly  elected  Selectman, 
Hastings  Rigollet,  John  Brayshaw,  a  long  time  resident  of  Warner,  was 
asked  and  appointed  as  Selectman  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  March  2000 
Town  Meeting  when  the  next  Town  election  will  be  held. 

Mid-year  1 999  also  brought  about  the  retirement  of  Jeanne  Hallenborg,  our 
Town  Clerk,  after  her  many  years  of  service  and  dedication  to  our  Town. 
Thank  you  Jeanne.  Judy  Rogers  was  appointed  to  fill  the  Town  Clerk 
position  and  will  fill  the  position  until  the  Town  elections  in  March  of  2000. 
Jeanne  has  agreed  to  stay  on  and  serve  as  Deputy  Town  Clerk.  Paul 
Fouliard,  Jim  Ryan  and  Peter  Newman  have  all  recently  been  hired  to  run 
the  Transfer  &  Recycling  Station.  We  would  like  to  thank  these  men  for  the 
many  additions  and  changes  they  have  made  to  revitalize  our  Transfer 
Station.  Thanks  Paul,  for  your  directorship  in  these  projects. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  also  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  Carol 
Koski,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Karen  Gleason,  Secretary 
to  the  Police  Department,  for  their  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  They  both 
left  this  year  to  pursue  other  interests.  We  wish  them  much  success. 

1 999  brought  about  some  serious  concerns  regarding  our  school  funding. 
As  a  result  of  the  great  efforts  of  Barbara  Annis  and  J  D.  Colcord,  Warner 
taxpayers  benefited  in  the  State's  new  method  of  funding  education.  Thank 
you  both  for  your  energies  and  determination  spent  on  this  very  important 
issue.  This  issue  is  not  completely  resolved  at  this  time  and  hopefully 
Barbara  and  JD  will  continue  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

A  huge  thank  you  to  Dick  White  for  his  knowledge  and  enormous  time 
spent  on  the  planning  of  the  new  police  station  with  Bill  Chandler,  our 
Police  Chief. 

The  cost  of  the  Silver  Lake  Dam  Project  was  lower  than  expected,  which 
enabled  us  to  accomplish  other  projects  at  a  reduced  cost  utilizing  the  same 
crew  and  equipment  while  already  in  Town: 

1 .  Repairs  to  the  Transfer  Station  dumpster  ramp 

2.  Needed  concrete  repairs  to  the  box  culvert  on  School  Street 

The  weather  patterns  of  1999  were  so  unusual  that  the  danger  of  forest  fires 
increased  to  levels  higher  than  normal.  This  was  mostly  due  to  the  lack  of 
rain.  Fortunately,  Warner  spent  less  to  control  forest  fires  than  most  of  our 
neighboring  towns. 
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Warner  can  be  proud  of  its  Town  personnel  and  the  loyal  volunteers  in  all  of 
the  various  departments  for  the  successful  manner  in  which  they  handle 
their  responsibilities.

I  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Warner,  New  Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1999,  as  listed  in 
the  Table  of  Contents.  Information  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1 998  is 
presented  for  comparative  purposes  only  and  was  extracted  from  the 
financial  statements  presented  by  fund  for  that  year.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  Management.  My 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial 
statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatements.  An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management, 
as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general  purpose  financial  statement 
presentation.  I  believe  that  my  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  my 
opinion. 

In  my  opinion,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above

The  State  has  been  preparing  to  bring  Town  Clerk  Offices  "on  line"  with 
motor  vehicle  registrations  and  vital  records.  Large  cities  have  been  test 
sites  for  the  new  software.  New  computer  hardware  has  been  given  free  to 
the  Clerk's  offices,  including  ours,  to  be  ready  when  the  project  is  "up  and 
running." 
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Jeanne  has  completed  the  last  of  the  vital  records  for  preservation.  Her  hard 
work  and  dedication  on  this  twelve-year  project  shines  through  in  the 
beautifully  bound  genealogical  history  that  she  has  preserved  for  the  Town. 
From  the  1770s  to  the  1990s,  the  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  of  Warner's 
Townspeople  are  forever  protected.  Thank  you  to  the  Town  and  Fall 
Foliage  Festival  for  the  monies  and  to  Jeanne  for  embarking  on  this 
valuable  project. 

May  the  peace  and  beauty  of  the  first  snow  stay  with  you  all,  and  may  the 
warmth  and  charm  that  brought  many  of  us  to  Warner  continue  to  grow. 
Jeanne  and  I  look  forward  to  seeing  you  during  the  year — in  and  out  of  the 
office!!

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Budget  Committee  Report 

Early  last  year  the  Budget  Committee  met  several  times  to  complete  work 
begun  the  previous  year  on  a  Compensation  Survey  Questionnaire.  This 
was  an  effort  to  gather  data  from  other  towns  to  ascertain  what  they  provide 
for  town  positions  in  both  pay  and  benefits.  The  survey  package  was 
mailed  in  May  to  23  towns  similar  to  Warner  in  size  and  geographical 
location.  The  Committee  was  gratified  to  have  2 1  towns  respond  by  July. 
Marlon  Baese  undertook  the  daunting  task  of  collating  and  analyzing  a 
prodigious  amount  of  data.  His  conclusions  and  spreadsheets  were  briefed 
to  the  Budget  Committee,  and  the  total  package  was  subsequently  mailed  to 
participating  towns  and  the  Warner  Board  of  Selectmen.  Anyone  interested 
is  welcome  to  review  the  report  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  For  all  your 
efforts,  Marlon,  the  Budget  Committee  extends  its  thanks! 

Concurrent  with  the  work  on  the  Compensation  Study,  the  Budget  Commit- 
tee also  met  with  the  Selectmen,  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief  and  the  Public 
Works  Director  to  review  current  spending  levels  and  large  expense  items 
contemplated  or  planned  for  the  next  budget  cycle. 

Formal  budget  sessions  began  in  November  1 999  and  will  conclude  in  early 
February  2000.  Thirteen  days  were  scheduled  for  various  organizations  and 
departments  within  town  government  to  brief  the  Budget  Committee  on 
their  fiscal  needs.  The  budget  as  presented  in  this  Town  Report  is  the 
cumulative  effort  of  many  people,  too  numerous  to  mention  here. 

The  Budget  Committee,  however,  would  like  to  recognize  Barbara  Marty 
who  serves  as  the  Committee's  Clerk  on  a  volunteer  unpaid  basis.  She  is 
highly  efficient  and  accurate  at  recording  the  gists  of  our  deliberations,  and 
we  feel  fortunate  to  have  her  as  a  part  of  the  team.  Thanks,  Barbara,  for 
your  superb  efforts!  We  would  be  remiss  if  we  failed  to  mention  the  major 
effort  both  Wendy  Pinkham  and  Martha  Mical  made  in  support  of  the 
Committee  and  the  overall  review  of  the  budget.

For  The  Year  Ending  1999 

1 999  was  another  busy  year  for  the  Department,  with  brush  and  forest  fires 
dominating  the  Fire  Department's  activity  for  most  of  the  year.  Rescue  was 
very  busy  as  usual,  and  the  position  of  EMT  on-call  during  the  weekdays 
worked  very  well  and  was  a  big  help  in  response  during  the  weekdays. 
Most  building  fires  this  year  were  kept  small  with  no  injuries  to  anyone 
involved.  Keep  up  the  good  fire  prevention  by  cleaning  your  chimneys  and 
maintaining  smoke  detectors  and  alarm  systems.  Smoke  detectors  still 
remain  the  number  one  life  saver  in  a  building  fire.  Please,  if  you  have  not 
already  done  so,  put  out  your  assigned  house  number  for  E-91 1  that  you 
received  5  years  ago.  It  is  very  important  so  we  can  find  you  in  the  event  of 
an  EMERGENCY. 

We  took  delivery  of  the  new  rescue  truck  in  the  spring.  It  is  working  very 
well  for  us  and  can  carry  a  lot  more  rescue  gear  for  rescue  as  well  as  fire 
support  and  haz-mat  equipment.  We  will  be  looking  for  the  Town's  support 
in  200 1  for  a  new  tanker  for  the  Department. 

Members  resigning  this  year  were  Herb  Paradie,  fire,  and  Karen  Chadwick, 
rescue.  Thank  you  to  both  for  your  years  of  service  to  the  Department. 
New  members  include  Glenn  Kirby,  rescue,  and  Brian  Monaghan  and  Jason

For  the  past  few  years,  when  spring  arrived  on  the  calendar  we  wondered  if 
we  would  actually  ever  see  spring!  This  was  not  the  case  for  1999  we  had 
the  2nd  wettest  spring  on  record  followed  by  a  very  dry  period.  This  dry 
period  continued  all  summer  with  little  or  in  some  places  no  rain  at  all. 
During  this  time  the  State  issued  an  all  out  fire  ban,  "No  permits  to  be 
issued"  until  further  notice  due  to  the  very  dry  conditions.  This  ban  was  not 
actually  lifted  until  late  September  and  then  only  at  the  discretion  of  each 
Town  Warden. 

As  surrounding  towns  had  brush  and  forest  fires  we  knew  it  was  only  a 
matter  of  time  before  we  would  be  called  to  help  out.  Our  firefighters 
responded  to  five  mutual  aid  calls  in  surrounding  towns,  while  holding  our 
breath  hoping  nothing  would  happen  in  our  Town.  On  August  3rd  our  luck 
ran  out.  We  were  called  to  the  Mink  Hills  for  a  lightning  strike,  which 
included  mutual  aid  from  five  surrounding  towns.  While  the  fire  was  not 
big  in  size,  it  was  in  a  remote  area,  in  ledge  and  about  one  mile  into  the 
woods  from  any  access  road  or  trail.  This  fire  took  two  days  to  contain  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $5,500.00;  of  which  50%  will  be  reimbursed  by  the 
State  as  this  was  an  act  of  God  rather  than  human  error.  On  August  7th  we 
responded  to  a  lightning  strike  on  Kearsarge  Mountain  Road  which  took 
three  hours  and  nine  men  to  put  out. 

Things  were  quiet  during  the  fall.  We  ended  the  year  with  a  non-permit  fire 
on  Hoyt  Lane  on  December  19th.  This  fire  was  the  owner's  responsibility 
and  he  was  billed  for  the  total  fire  suppression  costs.  On  New  Years  Eve  we 
issued  six  campfire  permits,  a  rare  situation  for  this  time  of  year  which 
makes  you  wonder  what  next  year  will  bring!

I  have  been  your  animal  control  officer  since  1988.  In  the  last  eleven  years, 
we  have  come  a  long  way;  with  dispatch,  better  equipment,  a  Town  vehicle 
and  most  of  all  team  work. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Clerk,  Deputy  Clerk,  Selectmen's  office, 
Woodlawn  Kennel,  Russell  Animal  Hospital  and  the  Warner  Police  Depart- 
ment. Most  of  all,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  residents  of  Warner  who 
have  supported  me  in  the  past. 

In  the  mid  90s,  we  experienced  a  disease  called  rabies.  We  have  not  seen 
any  rabies  in  the  last  two  years  until  now.  This  year  we  had  two  known 
cases — one  fox  and  one  raccoon.  It  is  important  to  report  sick-acting 
animals  to  the  Police  Department  or  Fish  and  Game. 

A  few  ways  to  protect  your  family  and  pets  are  to  keep  a  collar  and  identifi- 
cation tag(s)  on  your  pet  at  all  times  and  ensure  that  your  pet  is  always 
properly  supervised  or  safely  confined  when  you  are  not  at  home.  In 
addition,  keep  your  pet(s)  current  on  all  necessary  vaccinations,  especially 
the  vaccination  for  rabies. 

To  report  animal  complaints,  call  456-3433  or  456-3432,  and  someone  will 
return  your  call  or  will  respond. 

Remember  to  license  your  dog  before  April  30th.  You  will  need  to  show 
proof  of  a  rabies  vaccination.

Over  the  last  decade,  health  care  delivery  has  evolved  from  a  system  where 
each  component  of  care — physician,  hospital,  nursing  home  or  home  care — 
operated  in  its  own  world,  often  isolated  from  the  other,  to  a  highly  inte- 
grated world  where  the  skills  of  many  providers  and  an  abundance  of  new 
technologies  are  organized  around  the  needs  of  a  specific  patient.  During 
this  same  period,  health  care  organizations  have  struggled  to  meet  the  needs 
of  all  customers  and  remain  innovative  because  of  the  stifling  effects  of 
government  regulations  and  reduced  reimbursement.  We  are  entering  an 
exciting  era  where  we  have  tremendous  opportunities  to  provide  medical 
care  to  individuals  and  families  due  to  advances  in  drug  therapy  and  in 
disease  management  and  prevention,  but  we  must  do  this  in  a  way  that  cost- 
effectively  demonstrates  best  practice  and  achieves  quality  outcomes. 

Relationships  are  at  the  core  of  what  will  make  us  successful  in  the  future. 
Lake  Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  affiliated  with  New 
London  Hospital  and  Capital  Region  Health  Care.  These  relationships  help 
us  access  clinical  expertise,  purchase  cost-effectively  and  provide  a  con- 
tinuum of  care  for  you  as  a  health  care  consumer.  We  also  have  a  relation- 
ship with  Colby-Sawyer  College  in  which  we  provide  clinical  experiences 
for  nursing  students  and  our  staff  has  access  to  laboratory  facilities  for 
education.  Relationships  with  local  schools,  the  Council  on  Aging  and  other 
community  resources  help  us  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  those  for  whom  we 
provide  care.  This  year  we  have  implemented  a  Community  Council  with 
representation  from  the  towns  we  serve.  Your  Community  Council  mem- 
bers are  Barbara  Chellis  and  Derek  Pershouse.  This  group  is  an  additional 
vehicle  to  bring  us  information  about  the  health  care  needs  of  the  commu- 
nity and  to  take  information  about  our  programs  back  to  the  community. 
Finally,  and  most  importantly,  we  have  wonderful  relationships  with  people 
in  the  community,  whether  they  be  Trustees,  employees,  the  many  people 
and  businesses  who  donate  time  or  gifts,  or  patients  and  their  families. 

To  meet  its  mission  of  providing  high  quality  home  health  care  services  that 
support  the  dignity  and  independence  of  people  in  this  community,  Lake 
Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  invested  heavily  in  technol- 
ogy and  in  education  over  the  past  year.  Technology  allows  us  to  collect 
critical  information  about  patient  outcomes  and  costs,  and  also  allows  us  to 
bring  clinical  tools,  such  as  very  portable  ECG  machines,  to  your  home  that 
assist  your  physician  in  caring  for  you.  As  hospital  stays  become  shorter 
and  more  illnesses  are  treated  on  an  outpatient  basis,  it  is  very  important 
that  our  staff  receives  education  in  areas  like  intravenous  therapy,  cardiol- 
ogy, pain  management  and  complex  wound  care. 
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Stewardship  is  a  value  taken  seriously  at  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA.  In 
addition  to  charity  care  provided  each  year  by  the  organization,  there  are  a 
number  of  other  community  benefits  including:

It  is  the  mission  of  New  London  Hospital  and  its  affiliates  to  improve  the 
health  status  of  our  communities  through  an  integrated  system  of  quality 
services  delivered  with  compassion  and  respect.  This  mission  is  met 
largely  through  outreach,  and  has  been  since  the  hospital  opened  its  doors 
in  1918  as  a  non-profit  community  hospital.  This  report  reflects  FY  1999 
and  illustrates  the  many  ways  in  which  the  hospital  benefits  the  commu- 
nity, above  and  beyond  its  regular  services.  For  more  information,  contact 
the  community  relations  office  at  (603)  526-5270. 

•  REGULAR  COMMUNITY  HEALTH  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS  on  top- 
ics such  as  childbirth,  prenatal  exercise,  CPR,  smoking  cessation, 
babysitting,  first  aid,  diabetes  and  more.  The  fees  charged  for  these  pro- 
grams generally  cover  materials  only.  If  not  offered  by  the  hospital,  these 
programs  are  not  likely  to  be  available  locally  or  so  regularly. 

•  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  PROGRAMS  FOR  THE  COMMUNITY.  Staff 
coordinated  and  presented  two  special  programs  for  the  community  dur- 
ing FY  1999:  Program  on  menopause  attended  by  25  people,  Program  on 
prostate  cancer  attended  by  62  people 

•  FREE,  FIRST-TIME  MAMMOGRAMS  FOR  WOMEN  35  OR  OLDER 
every  October.  Mammography  is  the  key  to  early  detection  of  breast  can- 
cer. During  National  Breast  Cancer  Awareness  Month,  the  hospital  pro- 
vided 58  free,  first-time  mammograms  for  women  35  or  older. 

•  MAMMOGRAPHY  FUND  for  area  women  who  cannot  afford  a  mam- 
mogram. This  fund  represents  an  excellent  example  of  working  together 
with  the  community  to  meet  an  identified  need.  A  group  of  local  women 
approached  the  hospital  in  1990  with  the  idea  and  donations  for  a  mam- 
mography fund,  and  the  hospital  has  administered  the  program  ever  since. 
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Because  the  fund  has  grown  significantly  over  the  years,  the  hospital  ex- 
panded its  use  in  FY  1999  to  cover  routine  and  follow-up  mammograms, 
breast  ultrasounds,  breast  biopsies,  related  physician  fees  and  patient  edu- 
cation materials.  Although  the  fund  covers  testing,  the  hospital  provides 
significant  resources  to  maintain  this  important  program.  Twenty-six 
women  utilized  this  fund  in  FY  1999. 

COMMUNITY  HEALTH  FAIRS.  The  hospital  participated  in  the  Sunapee 
PTO  Community  Health  &  Safety  Fair,  Newport  Health  &  Safety  Fair, 
and  DHMC  Community  Resources  and  Providers  Fair  during  FY  1999. 

HEALTH  SCREENINGS.  The  hospital  laboratory  provided  free  or  low- 
cost  cholesterol  screenings  for  62  students,  faculty  and  staff  at  Colby- 
Sawyer  College,  15  Labsphere  employees,  and  98  people  at  the  Newport 
Health  &  Safety  Fair.  We  also  provided  100  free  bone  marrow  screenings 
as  part  of  a  bone  marrow  donor  search  for  a  Claremont  child. 

SPEAKER'S  BUREAU.  The  hospital  had  several  requests  for  speakers 
during  FY  1 999:  Dr.  Eileen  Kirk  spoke  to  Eastman  Ladies  Luncheon  Group 
on  Women's  health.  Patricia  Rienzo,  RN,  spoke  to  KRMS  reading  class 
about  the  effects  of  tobacco  use  to  help  them  with  a  community  service 
project  to  prevent  younger  children  from  smoking.  Dr.  Timothy  Wolfe 
spoke  to  the  SRVRTC  Health  Occupations  Class  about  health  care  ethics. 
Dr.  Donald  Eberly  spoke  on  surgery  as  part  of  the  Friends  of  Tracy  Li- 
brary Fall  Program  Series. 

TOURS  AND  OTHER  EDUCATION  FOR  SCHOOL  GROUPS.  The  hos- 
pital provided  educational  tours  for  4  school  groups  during  FY  1999.  In 
addition,  staff  provided  5  other  hospital-based  educational  programs  at 
the  request  of  various  school  groups. 

JOB  SHADOWING  AND  OTHER  CAREER-RELATED  OPPORTUNI- 
TIES FOR  STUDENTS.  The  hospital  provided  6  job  shadowing  opportu- 
nities for  students  during  FY  1 999.  We  also  participated  in  the  Towle  School 
Career  Day  and  Kearsarge  Regional  School  District  School  to  Work  Pro- 
gram. 

TEACHING/INTERNSHIP  SITE  FOR  COLLEGE  AND  VO-TECH  STU- 
DENTS. The  hospital  provided  clinical  and  administrative  opportunities 
in  child  care,  nursing,  rehab,  lab,  radiology  and  respiratory  therapy. 

TEACHING  SITE  FOR  PRIMARY  CARE  MEDICINE.  The  hospital  and 
its  medical  staff  continued  to  work  together  to  provide  a  teaching  site  and 
special  projects  for  Dartmouth  medical  students  and  residents  in  training. 

MEETING  ROOM  SPACE  FOR  OUTSIDE  GROUPS.  The  hospital  con- 
tinued to  provide  regular  meeting  room  space  for  Alcoholics  Anonymous 
(three  meetings  per  week),  Caring  Animal  Partners  training  program  (sev- 
eral sessions  per  year),  AARP's  55  ALIVE/Mature  Driving  Program  (two 
programs  per  year)  and  the  New  London  Cub  Scouts  (one  meeting  per 
week  during  the  school  year). 
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VACCINES  FOR  PUBLIC  SAFETY  AGENCIES.  In  order  to  safeguard 
town  employees  and  volunteers  (fire,  highway,  police,  EMS,  etc.),  the  hos- 
pital continued  to  provide  many  area  towns  with  vaccines  'n  such  as  Hepa- 
titis B  and  rabies  at  below  cost. 

FREE  SPORTS  PHYSICALS.  Every  spring,  Newport  Health  Center  pro- 
vides free  sports  physicals  to  Little  League  players  in  the  Newport/Goshen/ 
Lempster  area.  Approximately  150  physicals  were  provided  in  FY  1999. 

INFANT  CAR  SEAT  LOAN  PROGRAM.  The  hospital  administers  an 
infant  car  seat  loan  program  for  new  parents  and  community  members  in 
general.  This  program  was  also  started  with  donated  funds. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES.  New  London  Hospital  is  one  of  only  two  hospi- 
tals in  the  State  which  runs  its  own  ambulance  service.  If  the  hospital  did  not 
run  the  service,  the  Town  or  another  organization  would  be  responsible  for  the 
personnel,  equipment,  vehicle  maintenance,  scheduling  training,  etc.  During 
FY  1999,  the  ambulance  service  made  478  emergency  runs,  145  transfers, 
223  no-transport  runs  and  23  DHART  assists.  Ambulance  personnel  also 
participate  in  health  fairs,  provide  tours  and  education  for  school  groups  and 
cover  special  events.  Ambulance  service  pricing  does  not  cover  all  of  the 
costs  associated  with  running  this  service. 

CHARITY  CARE.  During  FY  1999,  the  hospital  and  physician  practices 
owned  by  the  hospital  provided  $433,000  in  free  or  discounted  health  care 
services  to  individuals  who  could  not  afford  to  pay. 

PARTNER  IN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  HEALTHY  KIDS  PROGRAM.  New 
Hampshire  Healthy  Kids  was  created  as  a  private,  non-profit  corporation  by 
special  legislative  act  in  1993  to  provide  access  to  affordable  health  coverage 
for  New  Hampshire's  uninsured  children.  All  of  the  State's  26  hospitals  are 
partners  in  the  program.  New  London  Hospital  provides  Healthy  Kids  ser- 
vices at  63%  of  the  charge. 

BICYCLE  SAFETY  PROGRAM.  A  Bicycle  Safety  Program  is  sponsored 
each  June  by  New  London  Pediatrics,  Village  Sports  and  New  London  Hospi- 
tal. Grant  funding  allows  bike  helmets  and  safety  information  to  be  distrib- 
uted free  of  charge  on  a  first-come  first-served  basis  to  children  ages  5  to  12. 
A  total  of  73  bike  helmets  were  given  away  in  FY  1999. 

COORDINATION  OF  ALLIES  FOR  REGIONAL  COMMUNITY  HEALTH 
(ARCH).  ARCH  was  initiated  by  the  hospital  in  September  1994  as  an  ongo- 
ing, community-wide  effort  to  evaluate  and  seek  ways  to  improve  the 
community's  health  status  and  quality  of  life.  Many  community  members  and 
organizations  participate  in  ARCH  initiatives  such  as  The  Rock  Dental  Clinic 
and  Kearsarge  Lake  Sunapee  Area  Smokefree  Coalition.  In  May  1999,  the 
hospital  and  ARCH  concluded  their  second  community  health  assessment. 
Data  from  the  assessment  will  be  used  by  the  hospital  and  others  to  respond  to 
priority  needs  identified  by  the  community. 

NEW  MOTHERS  GROUP.  Coordinated  by  nurses  from  the  Hospital's  fam- 
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ily  birthing  center,  this  group  meets  every  Thursday  at  10:30  a.m.  and  pro- 
vides women  with  the  opportunity  to  discuss  the  issues  of  new  motherhood. 

•  BREAST  &  CERVICAL  CANCER  SCREENING.  Newport  Health  Center 
and  Women's  Health  Care  Associates  are  screening  sites  for  the  State's  Breast 
&  Cervical  Cancer  Program.  The  program  provides  free  mammograms,  clinical 
breast  exams,  pelvic  exams,  pap  tests  and  education  on  breast  self-exam  for 
eligible  women  age  50  and  over.  Seventeen  women  took  advantage  of  this 
program  in  FY  1 999. 

•  PARTICIPANT  IN  MATERNAL  &  NEWBORN  ASSESSMENT  PROJECT. 
This  project  is  the  first  multi-state,  collaborative  effort  in  the  United  States  to 
assess  patients'  perceptions  of  prenatal,  childbirth  and  postpartum  care  and 
the  use  of  feedback  to  make  changes  on  a  regional  basis.  All  New  Hampshire 
hospitals  participate  in  this  project. 

•  CANCER  SUPPORT  GROUP.  Established  in  FY  1999,  this  support  group 
meets  at  the  hospital  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  6:00  p.m.  and 
is  open  to  people  with  cancer,  cancer  survivors,  family  members  and  caregivers.

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Highway  Department  Report 

This  past  year  the  Highway  Department  used  thousands  of  yards  of 
sand  and  tons  of  salt  on  the  numerous  ice  storms  that  started  out 
this  winter.   The  sand  clean-up  was  the  most  time  consuming  and 
expensive  in  years.   The  Department  worked  with  a  contractor  to  do 
repairs  on  Silver  Lake  Dam.  The  repairs  were  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Environmental  Services  and  came 
in  under  budget.  Also  the  same  contractor  was  used  to  do  the 
concrete  repair  of  the  box  culvert  on  School  Street  and  the  ramp  at 
the  Transfer  Station. 

The  intersection  of  Newmarket  Road  and  1000'  of  Bean  Road  were 
reconstructed  and  paved.   The  North  Village  Road  end  of  Bean 
Road  was  paved,  it  had  been  prepared  for  paving  several  years  ago. 

Approximately  3000'  of  pavement  on  Couchtown  Road  was  re- 
claimed, gravel  added,  culverts  repaired  and  then  repaved.   Surface 
work  was  done  on  Old  Main  Road,  Cemetery  Lane  and  Denny  Hill 
Road.  A  small  parcel  of  land  was  purchased  at  the  intersection  of 
Denny  Hill  and  Pumpkin  Hill  Road  to  allow  future  repairs  and 
realignment  to  the  intersection. 

In  between  jobs  we  did  some  ground  preparations  and  a  large 
amount  of  blasting  ledge  at  the  new  Highway  Maintenance  Facility 
for  a  salt  and  sand  storage  building.   The  Department  uses  approxi- 
mately 4000  to  6000  yards  of  sand  a  year  depending  on  the  type  of 
storms  and  around  300  to  500  tons  of  salt.  We  would  like  to  store 
1000  yards  of  salted  sand  and  approximately  500  tons  of  rock  salt 
under  cover.  We  will  be  asking  for  funds  this  coming  year  to 
construct  that  building. 

We  will  also  be  requesting  funds  to  replace  the  1990  CAT  Loader 
this  year.   This  past  year  the  Town  appropriated  $142,000.  to 
replace  the  15  year  old  grader.   We  purchased  a  1999  Galion  850 
all-wheel  drive  grader. 

This  summer  the  Highway  Department  is  going  to  work  with  the 
Warner  Village  Water  District  on  the  proposed  Geneva  Street,  Roslyn 
Avenue  and  Kirtland  Street  Project.  The  Water  District  will  be  replac- 
ing sewer  and  water  lines.  At  the  same  time  this  is  a  good  opportunity 
for  the  highway  department  to  put  in  catch  basins  and  drainage  systems 
while  the  roads  are  torn  up.  Also  while  the  construction  is  being  done, 
the  residents  on  Geneva  Street  are  requesting  a  sidewalk.  Several  times 
a  day  a  large  group  of  children  walk  from  the  CAP  Building  down  that 
street  and  it  would  be  much  safer  for  them  if  there  was  a  sidewalk. 
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There  will  be  a  Warrant  Article  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  sidewalk. 

The  Department  is  being  flooded  with  requests  for  major  road 
repairs  that  will  be  very  expensive.   The  Selectmen  have  prioritized 
some  of  these  projects  and  we  will  try  to  do  them  as  soon  as  funds 
and  time  permits. 

The  Department  and  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  continued 
support  in  the  past  and  we  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  upcoming 
year.

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HONORING  THE  PAST 

WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  FUTURE 

A  message  from  the 

Pillsbury  Free  Library  Board  of  Trustees 

Looking  ahead  to  the  twenty-first  century  is  exciting  and  thought  provok- 
ing. It  is  also  a  time  for  reflection.  With  endless  innovations  and  ideas 
converging  on  us  from  all  directions,  it  may  be  easy  to  forget  or  disregard 
the  purposes  of  those  forward-looking  individuals  who  came  before  us. 
Pillsbury  Free  Library's  original  benefactor,  George  A.  Pillsbury,  was  just 
such  a  person. 

According  to  the  record  of  Warner's  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1890,  Mr. 
Pillsbury  "offered  to  erect  and  present  to  the  Town  of  Warner,  a  library 
building  to  cost  about  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  free  use  of  the  citizens  of 
Warner  forever,  upon  conditions,  that  said  town  accepts  of  said  library 
building  and  library  therein  and  provide  for  its  care  and  support...."  It  was 
further  resolved  by  unanimous  vote  "that  the  town  of  Warner  accepts  of  said 
generous  gift  and  agrees  to  care  for  the  same  and  support  the  same 
forever... and  the  Selectmen  shall  without  further  vote  of  the  town  annually 
add  to  the  sum  raised  annually  for  the  expenses  of  the  town  a  sum  equal  to 
one  fifteenth  part  of  one  percent  upon  its  annual  valuation... for  the  care  of 
said  library  building  and  library  therein,  which  said  sum  is  hereby  annually 
appropriated  forever." 

At  the  dedication  ceremony  for  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library,  Mr.  Pillsbury 
expressed  his  "wish... that  all  the  people  of  Warner,  old  and  young,  the  rich 
and  the  poor  alike,  may  realize... all  the  benefits  that  a  free  public  library  can 
give;  and  we  trust  that  our  most  ardent  anticipations  of  the... influences  of 
the  library  during  the  future  years  and  upon  the  coming  generations  will  be 
fully  realized." 

At  the  same  ceremony.  Mr.  Nehemiah  G.  Ordway  presented  the  property  on 
which  the  library  stands,  "...we  can  hardly  fully  estimate  the  advantages  of 
this  free  library,  filled  with  thousands  of  the  rarest  and  richest  books  to  be 
found  in  this  great  country — books  suited  to  all  ages  and  all  conditions  in 
life....  we  cannot  relieve  ourselves  of  the  responsibility  of  giving  those  who 
are  soon  to  take  our  places  educational  advantages  which  will  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  present  time....  The  library  benefits  all  classes....  what 
we  pay  for  the  economical  care  of  this  beautiful  and  richly  appointed 
library,  which  will  stand  the  shock  of  time  for  ages,  is  especially  for  the 
benefit  of  every  tax-payer  and  his  family...." 

During  this  dedication  ceremony,  when  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees  at  the  time,  Mr.  Albert  P.  Davis,  Esq.,  accepted  the  gift  of  the 
library,  its  contents  and  grounds,  he  spoke  of  "the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in 
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the  history  of  Warner,  second  in  importance  to  no  other...."  Mr.  Davis 
accepted  "this  noble  institution  of  learning,  with  all  that  it  implies  of  legal 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  town,  and  of  personal  and  official  obligation  on 
the  part  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  people...." 
He  promised  "our  children  and  our  children's  children  forever... [to]  reli- 
giously guard  it  as  a  sacred  trust." 

Now,  at  the  end  of  the  twentieth  century,  we  must  ask  if  we  have  conducted 
ourselves  in  the  manner  our  benefactors  wished  at  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  Does  the  library  live  up  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  their  dreams? 
Will  it  in  the  future?  Does  the  library  offer  educational  advantages?  Is  the 
library  taken  seriously  and  appreciated  as  a  limitless  free  resource?  Is  the 
library  a  contributing  part  of  the  Warner  community  or  a  complacent  by- 
stander? Is  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library  a  library  that  benefits  all  the  varied 
people  of  Warner  and  their  needs  or  just  a  few?  We  need  to  know  the 
answers  to  these  questions  to  form  the  groundwork  for  the  future  role  of  the 
Pillsbury  Free  Library  in  Warner. 

We  could  speak  of  the  newly  formed  Friends  of  the  Library  group,  the 
poetry  readings,  author's  nights,  the  senior  lunch  and  learn  programs,  after- 
school  programs,  the  book  group,  children's  story-hours,  the  book  collec- 
tion, plans  for  landscaping  and  on-going  exhibits,  the  free  community  room, 
fundraising,  our  structural  problems  with  ventilation  and  falling  ice,  the 
depletion  of  the  building  funds  and  other  sources  of  problems  and  pride,  but 
they  are  there  for  all  to  know  and  see  just  by  venturing  through  the  doors  of 
your  free  library.  The  Pillsbury  Free  Library  needs  the  community  commit- 
ment and  foresight  shown  by  Mr.  Pillsbury,  Mr.  Ordway  and  Mr.  Davis  a 
century  ago. 

In  the  words  of  former  chair  and  two-time  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Victor  Kumin,  "the  library  is  one  more  important  service  taxpayers  fund 
each  year  which  makes  Warner  a  better  place  to  live." 

We  thank  you  all  for  your  generous  and  indispensable  gifts  of  time,  money, 
materials,  ideas,  opinions  and  dedication,  without  which  there  would  be  no 
future  for  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library.

Library  Director's  Report  1999 

1 999  was  a  year  to  catch  our  breath  and  catch  up  with  changes  begun  in 
1998  when  we  started  using  the  new  computerized  catalog  and  check-out 
system.  Our  computer  catalog  now  contains  all  of  our  children's  collection, 
adult  fiction,  videos,  audiobooks,  and  magazines,  and  95%  of  our  non 
fiction,  reference  and  special  historical  and  Warner  books.  We  expect  to 
finish  adding  the  remaining  items  early  in  2000,  and  then  work  on  reorga- 
nizing and  indexing  our  archival  materials  to  make  them  more  accessible. 
One  big  step  up  in  this  direction  is  the  addition  of  a  microfilm  reader  which 
can  print  out  copies  from  our  films  of  the  Kearsarge  Independent  Newspa- 
per, and  Town  records  and  vital  statistics. 

Other  improvements  begun  in  1 999  and  to  be  finished  in  2000  include 
upgrading  the  computers  and  software  available  to  the  public,  including  the 
addition  of  2  more  public  Internet  access  stations.  This  has  been  made 
possible  by  ConKNet's  generous  provision  of  a  faster  (ISDN)  Internet 
connection,  and  our  purchase  of  an  ISDN  LAN  modem  which  allows 
sharing  of  the  ISDN  line  by  several  computers.  Two  computers  have  been 
provided  free,  one  by  the  NH  Dept.  of  Employment  to  provide  job  searching 
on  the  Internet,  and  one  by  a  grant  to  the  Town  via  the  Conservation 
Commission,  to  provide  access  to  GIS  mapping  software  for  mapping  and 
viewing  the  Town  and  its  resources. 

Our  theme  for  1998  and  1999  was  Warner's  amazingly  diverse  artistic  and 
literary  activity.  In  2000,  we  will  be  focusing  on  our  community's  history 
and  on  its  ever  more  diverse  cultural  richness.  Please  join  us  and  the 
Warner  Historical  Society  in  our  quest  to  remember  and  celebrate  the  many 
people  who  have  shaped  our  Town,  and  the  many  changes  we  have  seen  in 
the  last  100  years.  Watch  the  Warner  Newspaper  for  ways  in  which  you  can 
participate.  Also,  if  you  have  collections  we  could  display  in  the  library, 
especially  about  a  particular  country  or  ethnic  group,  or  would  give  a  talk  to 
children  or  adults,  please  contact  us.

The  Frank  Maria  Meeting  Room  was  booked  1 64  times,  or  over  3 
times  a  week  on  average.  To  use  this  room  for  your  group,  call  the 
library  during  open  hours. 

The  Town  is  very  fortunate  to  have  many  generous  people  who  enhance 
the  library  and  its  services  by  donating  time,  books,  cassettes,  equip- 
ment, services,  and  money.

By  the  time  you  read  this  report,  Y2K  and  New  Year's  Day  will  have  come 
and  gone  without  any  major  problems.  Businesses,  industry,  and  local 
officials  responded  to  prevent  Y2K  problems  that  could  have  affected  the 
citizens  of  Warner  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Thanks  to  all  who 
helped  in  planning  and  testing  for  this  event. 

The  year  1999  proved  to  be  a  very  challenging  year  for  Emergency  Man- 
agement. Significant  weather  events  presented  unique  challenges  that 
illustrated  the  creativity  of  personnel  in  meeting  citizen  needs;  trees  down, 
roads  blocked,  brush  fires,  and  a  minor  propane  leak.  We  also  addressed 
Y2K  issues  that  were  identified  at  the  Town  Hall — back-up  power  for 
telephones  and  the  installation  of  a  transfer  switch  so  that  a  stand-by 
generator  could  be  used  if  necessary. 

We  have  accomplished  much  in  the  past  year.  The  future  in  2000  and 
beyond  holds  new  problems  that  must  be  tackled,  such  as  the  increased 
transportation  of  hazardous  materials,  outdated  emergency  plans  and 
responding  to  new  challenges,  the  threat  of  terrorism.  Together,  we  can  and 
will  rise  to  meet  these  challenges. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Donna,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  all  Town  departments 
and  a  special  thanks  to  the  Town  office  Staff  for  your  continued  support  and 
cooperation  during  the  year.

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Planning  Board  Report 

In  1 999  the  Warner  Planning  Board  approved  one  minor  subdivision,  five 
site  plan  applications,  three  lot  line  adjustments  and  two  voluntary  lot 
mergers. 

At  Town  Meeting  in  1999,  the  Board  recommended  zoning  changes 
regarding  manufactured  housing,  additions  to  existing  structures  and  on-site 
storage  containers.  Warner  voters  passed  all  the  recommended  zoning 
changes. 

At  Town  Meeting  in  2000,  the  Planning  Board  will  recommend  zoning 
changes  to  address  home  occupation/businesses  and  limits  on  livestock 
raised  for  personal  and  commercial  use.  Public  Hearings  held  on  these 
issues  allowed  for  voter  input.  This  past  year  the  Board  has  heard  conten- 
tious discussions  about  expansion  of  business  in  residential  areas.  Our 
recommendations  on  zoning  changes  are  the  outcome  of  those  discussions. 

During  the  past  year  a  good  deal  of  attention  was  directed  to  the  approval  of 
the  updated  Warner  Master  Plan.  The  plan  is  an  advisory  document  adopted 
by  the  Planning  Board  to  provide  for  the  orderly  growth  and  development 
of  the  Town.  It  serves  as  the  basis  for  zoning  regulations. 

Two  years  of  hard  work  by  the  Master  Plan  Subcommittee  has  involved  in- 
depth  discussions  on  the  business  and  economic  growth  of  the  community, 
future  land  use,  housing,  transportation  (roads),  historical  and  cultural 
considerations  as  well  as  Town  services.  Recommendations  made  in  the 
Master  Plan  are  only  recommendations  and  are  not  binding.  Everyone 
involved  in  the  development  of  the  new  Master  Plan  hopes  that  it  will 
provide  direction  for  future  growth  and  long  range  planning  as  we  consider 
pressures  on  our  community  created  by  an  expanding  economy. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Kerrie  Diers,  formerly  of  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission,  for  guiding  us  through  the  process  and 
subcommittee  members  Jim  McLaughlin,  Linda  Hartman,  Dave  Hartman, 
Nancy  Nemec,  Derek  Pershouse  and  David  Carroll. 

It  is  extremely  rewarding  to  be  part  of  an  ongoing  process  that  allows  every 
Warner  resident  to  have  a  hand  in  shaping  the  Town's  future.  As  Planning 
Board  Chair,  I  appreciate  your  input  and  genuine  concern.

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Warner  Historical  Society 

As  we  leave  one  century  and  enter  a  new  one,  the  Historical  Society  continues 
to  be  a  very  active  and  important  organization  in  the  Town.  The  success  of  this 
caretaker  of  Warner's  past  is  due  to  the  dedicated  efforts  of  the  many  volun- 
teers who,  year  after  year,  give  freely  of  their  time  to  assure  future  generations 
of  a  recorded  and  accessible  history  of  "Our  Town"  and  its  people.  To  each 
and  every  one  of  you,  a  very  special  thank  you. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Society  presented  a  variety  of  programs  at  the  Main 
Street  House,  the  Lower  Warner  Meeting  House,  the  Town  Hall,  and 
MainStreet  BookEnds.  The  season  began  in  March  with  a  talk  and  slide  show 
on  "Warner  Ski  Tows  and  Snow  Trains"  by  Rebecca  Courser  at  MainStreet 
BookEnds.  In  April  the  Conservation  Commission  regarding  the  "Citizens  for 
Land  and  Community  Trust"  was  presented  at  the  Town  Hall.  Later  in  May 
the  Society  held  an  "Old  New  England  Contra  Dance"  at  the  Town  Hall.  In 
June  a  special  membership  meeting  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  to  discuss  the 
gift  of  the  old  Upton  House  to  the  Society.  From  June  through  October  the 
Society's  special  exhibit  on  the  history  of  Simonds  Free  High  School  was  on 
display  at  the  Main  Street  House.  Jack  Noon  gave  a  talk  in  August  at  the  Old 
Parade  Ground  on  "Musters  and  Musterfields."  In  September  the  Annual 
Meeting  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  with  a  small  display  of  donated  items  from 
the  past  year.  David  Carroll's  slide  show  and  talk  on  his  new  book, 
"Swampwalker's  Journal,"  entertained  and  educated  the  public  at  the  Main 
House  in  late  October.  Another  program  by  Rebecca  Courser  was  held  in 
November  at  MainStreet  BookEnds;  "Covered  Bridges  in  the  Warner  Area" 
gave  the  public  a  review  of  old  and  new  slides  of  those  beautiful  structures, 
along  with  a  history  of  their  construction,  the  variety  of  design,  and  continued 
maintenance.  The  season  came  to  a  close  with  the  annual  Holiday  Party  at  the 
Main  Street  House,  and  the  "Express  to  Warner"  tree  (with  decorations  of  the 
seven  railroad  stations  once  in  Warner)  as  part  of  the  Festival  of  Trees  at  the 
Town  Hall. 

The  Society  contributed  many  research  hours  and  a  wealth  of  material  from  the 
Simonds  Collection  to  the  Simonds  Reunion  Video  Project,  completed  in 
September.  "A  Way  of  Life  Remembered"  will  be  on  sale  at  the  Historical 
Society  for  those  people  who  did  not  buy  advanced  copies  from  the  Alumni 
Committee.  The  1999  Simonds  Reunion  was  a  huge  success,  with  the 
Historical  Society  exhibit  as  one  of  the  many  events  held  that  July  weekend. 

The  Historical  Society  has  entered  the  Internet  world  with  its  own  web  site. 
There  is  still  work  to  be  done  on  the  homepage,  but  e-mail  requests  about 
Warner's  history  have  increased  the  volume  of  correspondence  that  the  Office 
Manager  and  Collections  Committee  have  to  research  and  respond  to.  Another 
site  composed  of  genealogical  resources  of  "Warner,  New  Hampshire,"  was 
created  by  Clifford  Coy  of  New  London.  He  collected  genealogical  informa- 
tion from  the  Historical  Society  and  designed  this  site  as  part  of  a  national 
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genealogical  web  site  project.  Between  this  web  page,  the  Town  of  Warner 
Home  Page  (created  by  Richard  Cutting),  and  the  Historical  Society  site,  the 
Society  has  gained  an  immediate  national  audience  that  it  never  anticipated. 
The  demand  for  information  is  greater  and  more  immediate  as  this  world 
becomes  smaller  and  smaller,  and  the  Historical  Society  is  here  to  answer  that 
demand. 

This  past  year  the  Society  approached  Mrs.  Rose  Daniels  about  the  possibility 
of  acquiring  the  old  Upton  House  to  rehabilitate  as  a  building  for  exhibit  and 
museum  space.  After  approval  of  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards  (for  a 
subdivision  of  the  lot),  the  Society  hired  two  consultants  to  examine  the  house 
for  structure  and  historical  analysis.  The  positive  results  were  presented  at  a 
special  membership  meeting  in  June;  a  final  vote  on  acceptance  of  the  gift  was 
postponed  until  legal  issues  were  resolved  and  a  formal  letter  has  been 
received.  We  are  still  waiting  to  hear  from  the  lawyers. 

The  many  committees  that  make  up  the  Society  were  very  active  and  very 
productive  this  past  year.  The  Collections  Committee  includes  the  "Tuesday 
Afternoon  Ladies,"  the  "Working  Women  of  Wednesday  Evenings,"  and  the 
monthly  "Saturday  Collection  Sessions,"  members  whose  collective  knowl- 
edge and  persistent  work  continued  to  organize  and  make  accessible  Warner's 
history.  The  Main  Street  House  and  the  Lower  Warner  Meeting  House 
Committees  consist  of  members  and  friends  whose  devotion  and  work 
preserved  and  maintained  our  buildings.  The  Stone  Structures  and  Cemetery 
Committees  include  'young'  devotees  whose  efforts  photographed,  recorded 
and  documented  names  and  places  for  historical  reference.  The  Programs 
Committee,  with  members  of  different  generations,  created  a  list  of  interesting 
programs  to  inform,  entertain  and  educate  the  public.  The  Finance  Committee 
and  Executive  Board  members  maintained  a  very  stable  organization,  and  the 
Newsletter  Committee  kept  the  membership,  at  home  and  afar,  informed  and 
sometimes  entertained.  And  last,  but  never  least,  the  Barn  Sale  Committee's 
legion  of  dedicated  and  delightful  yet  tireless  workers  continued  to  surpass  all 
expectations  with  another  very  successful  year. 

As  we  look  to  the  future,  the  Society's  success  depends  upon  the  people  of 
Warner,  as  in  the  past.  And  as  we  forge  ahead  in  our  efforts  to  collect,  record 
and  display  the  history  of  Warner,  we  invite  everyone  to  join  the  Historical 
Society,  share  in  our  programs,  and  participate  in  preserving  our  heritage.

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Trustees  of  Town  Cemeteries 
Annual  Report  for  1999 


The  Trustees  of  the  Town  Cemeteries  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance, 
repair  and  improvements  to  the  30  cemeteries  in  the  Town.  Some  of  these 
are  small  family  plots  located  in  presently  undeveloped  sections  of  Warner, 
as  well  as  the  thirty-acre  New  Waterloo  Cemetery  located  on  Route  103, 
west  of  Town. 

The  combination  of  interest  from  perpetual  care  trust  funds  and  money  from 
the  Town  of  Warner  allows  us  to  hire  a  part-time  custodian,  pay  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  for  annual  spring  clean-up  before  Memorial  Day,  and  pay  for 
small  maintenance  jobs  that  must  be  hired  out  to  individuals. 

The  annual  Warner  Cemetery  Clean-up  Day  was  held  this  year  on  April 
25th.  We  cut  brush  at  the  New  Waterloo  Cemetery  and  inspected  several 
other  cemeteries  and  smaller  burial  sites.  Changes  and  recommendations 
relevant  to  our  portion  of  the  Master  Plan  update  were  submitted  to  that 
Committee  in  April.  In  October  the  Trustees  marked  out  another  section  of 
the  New  Waterloo  Cemetery  into  new  lots  which  are  now  available  for  sale. 
Preparations  are  also  being  made  to  renovate  the  sign  for  that  Cemetery. 
John  Davis,  again  this  year,  did  the  mowing  and  brush  clearing  in  desig- 
nated areas. 

This  year  "Clean-up  Day"  will  be  on  Sunday,  April  30,  2000.  We  welcome 
all  volunteers  to  be  ready  at  7:30  a.m.  with  the  necessary  items:  rake, 
gloves,  bug  repellent  and  drinking  water.  The  first  work  site  will  be 
announced  later  this  year. 

The  American  Legion,  John  Davis,  and  all  our  volunteers  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  fine  and  faithful  care  of  our  cemeteries.  The  condition  in 
which  we  keep  them  in  a  reflection  of  our  respect  for  the  past  and  a  measure 
of  our  ongoing  commitment  to  the  well-being  of  our  community.

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Chandler  Reservation  Committee 

During  1999,  the  committee's  efforts  along  with  those  of  the  consulting 
forester,  were  primarily  spent  reassessing  the  Reservation  property.  As 
previously  reported,  the  Reservation  sustained  some  significant  timber 
damage  from  the  Ice  Storm  of  1998.  Federal  funds  were  applied  for  and 
received  to  fully  assess  the  damage.  As  a  result  of  the  funding,  a  new  timber 
inventory  and  management  plan  was  created  for  the  property.  The  most 
recent  inventory  was  done  in  1981.  Also,  a  public  workshop  was  held  in 
December  1999  to  present  the  findings  and  recommendations. 

Certain  ice-damaged  areas  have  been  or  will  be  salvaged  for  marketable 
timber.  Other  areas  will  not  be  salvaged  due  to  inaccessibility.  The  effects 
of  this  event  will  be  evident  for  many  decades  to  come. 

All  of  the  hiking  trails  have  been  reopened  and  trail  maps  are  still  available 
at  the  Selectmen's  or  the  Town  Clerks  office.  The  public  is  cautioned, 
however,  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  hanging  limbs  and  other  natural  hazards. 

The  Committee  continues  to  work  on  repainting  the  Reservation  boundary 
lines.  The  lines  are  painted  in  orange  and  enclose  our  approximately  1,500 
acres. 

The  Reservation  was  first  created  in  1919  and  has  been  managed  by  an 
elective  committee  for  most  of  its  existence.  This  year  our  long  time 
Committee  Member  John  Hill  has  decided  not  to  run  for  re-election.  John 
served  the  Town  in  this  capacity  for  a  remarkable  total  of  44  years.  We  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  John  for  his  expertise  and  dedication.

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Conservation  Commission  Report 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  several  firsts  for  the  Conservation 
Commission.  After  more  than  a  year  of  work,  we  completed  a 
conservation  plan  for  the  Willow  Brook  watershed.   This  project 
began  in  1997  when  we  received  a  grant  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  to  develop  the  plan.  After 
many  hours  in  the  field  and  on  the  computer,  we  have  published  a 
natural  resource  inventory  and  conservation  plan  for  the  area 
between  Tory  Hill  and  Pumpkin  Hill  running  up  toward  Kearsarge 
Mountain. 

The  plan  identified  the  Tory  Hill  Meadow  area  as  the  number  one 
focus  for  land  protection  in  the  watershed.   This  area  is  a  large 
wetland  that  provides  wildlife  habitat  for  a  variety  of  species,  helps 
to  maintain  water  quality  in  the  area,  supports  forest  management, 
and  is  an  important  recreation  resource  for  many  mountain  bikers, 
cross-country  skiers,  snowmobilers,  birders  and  just  plain  folks  out 
for  a  walk.  Another  first  for  the  Commission  was  the  purchase  of  a 
conservation  easement  on  nearly  80  acres  of  land  in  and  adjacent  to 
the  Tory  Hill  Meadow  from  the  Mount  Kearsarge  Indian  Museum 
using  the  Warner  Conservation  Fund.   This  first  major  expenditure 
from  the  fund  since  its  inception  in  1989  will  help  to  protect  this 
important  natural  resource  and  ensure  its  availability  to  Warner 
residents  in  perpetuity.   We  are  currently  working  with  other 
landowners  in  the  area  to  create  a  larger  area  of  conserved  land. 

For  the  first  time  in  Warner,  and  maybe  in  the  State,  residents  will 
be  able  to  access  computerized  natural  resource  information  at  a 
computer  that  the  Conservation  Commission  has  purchased  with  a 
grant  it  received  from  the  McCabe  Environmental  Fund.   This 
computer  and  the  latest  geographic  information  system  software 
will  be  available  for  use  at  the  Pillsbury  Library  early  in  the  year 
2000.   This  will  be  a  great  opportunity  for  students  and  adults  alike 
to  learn  more  about  our  surroundings  and  what  they  can  do  to 
protect  it. 

There  is  also  a  statewide  effort  to  create  a  permanently  funded  land 
conservation  program  that  will  assist  towns,  environmental  and 
historical  organizations  to  protect  important  natural  and  cultural 
resources.   This  effort  is  called  the  Land  and  Community  Heritage 
Program.  A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  legislature  that  will 
enable  and  fund  such  a  program.   I  encourage  all  of  you  to  contact 
our  state  representatives  and  senator  and  encourage  them  to  support 
the  Land  and  Community  Heritage  Program.

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Warner  Transfer  and 
Recycling  Station  Report 

Paul  Fouliard  has  taken  over  the  main  attendant's  position  at  the 
Transfer  Station  after  Marc  Morgan  left  this  year.  Paul  has  made  some 
changes  that  have  streamlined  operations  and  freed  up  employees'  time. 
This  allows  them  to  keep  up  the  appearance  of  the  facility  plus  process 
the  recyclables  in  a  more  timely  manner. 

Peter  Newman  and  Jim  Ryan  were  hired  to  help  on  a  part-time  basis. 
The  part-time  hours  have  been  split  up  so  that  we  could  have  a  third 
person,  and  it  has  been  a  tremendous  help.  It  should  be  noted  that  on 
Saturdays  without  the  help  of  the  two  volunteers,  we  would  have  to  pay 
another  person  to  be  there  to  keep  up  with  the  flow  of  materials  and 
people.  Our  thanks  to  Lenny  Hall  and  Ed  Pickard  for  all  their  help. 

Some  of  our  costs  related  to  disposal  of  materials  are  on  the  rise: 
refrigerators  are  $7.17  each;  air  conditioners,  dehumidifiers  and 
freezers  are  $12.72  each.  We  charge  only  $5.00  each,  so  as  of  April  1, 
2000,  we  will  be  changing  the  fee  structure  to  offset  these  costs.  Gas 
tanks,  gas  cans,  and  propane  tanks  are  also  becoming  quite  expensive  to 
dispose  of,  about  $8.00  each. 

Because  of  some  illegal  dumping,  we  have  had  to  restrict  residents  to 
coming  into  the  facility  only  when  we  are  open.  This  is  for  your  safety 
and  allows  us  to  check  articles  that  are  coming  in. 

The  Cooperative  is  made  up  of  24  towns  and  3  cities.  The  Co-Op  is 
allowed  to  bring  to  the  incinerator  a  maximum  amount  of  trash  tonnage 
up  to  133,600  tons.  That  amount  is  now  fixed,  not  to  go  up  for  the  next 
9  years  of  the  contract.  Any  amount  of  trash  that  the  Co-Op  delivers 
above  that  will  cost  all  of  us  spot  market  tipping  fees.  That  overage 
charge  will  be  around  $70.00,  plus  or  minus,  per  ton.  The  overage  rate 
will  be  set  in  the  spring  of  2000. 

This  is  only  an  example:  GAT  1600  x  $36.50  ton  =    $  58,400.00 

Overage  now  133.94  x  $36.50  =    $    4,888.81 

In  the  future  it  could  be  133.94  x  $70.00  =    $    9,375.00 

To  keep  this  figure  as  low  as  possible,  YOU  SHOULD  RECYCLE!  It 

may  be  time  to  look  at  other  ways  of  paying  to  dispose  of  your  trash  as 
costs  keep  rising.  Over  thirty  towns  have  gone  to  a  pay-as-you-throw 
program,  which  has  been  fairly  successful  and  has  improved  their 
recycling  programs. 

The  1999  Gross  Annual  Tonnage  (G.A.T.)  was  set  at  1,600  tons.  The 
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Town  delivered  133.94  tons  over  the  G.A.T.,  totaling  1,733.94  tons  for 
the  year.  The  G.A.T.  is  set  for  2000  at  1,600  tons  at  $36.50  per  ton.  It  is 
more  important  than  ever  that  we  do  not  exceed  our  G.A.T.  this  year!

Over  the  past  twenty-one  years,  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Community  Action 
Program  has  been  the  focal  point  of  social  service  delivery  in  this  area, 
providing  help  when  needed  to  the  income  eligible  and  elderly,  as  well  as 
to  the  community  at  large. 

As  perhaps,  you  are  aware,  Community  Action  Program  Belknap- 
Merrimack  Counties,  Inc.  generates  funds  through  the  mobilization  of 
available  Federal,  State  and  local  monies.  Support  for  the  local  Area 
Center  is  derived  from  a  combination  of  Federal  appropriations  and  local 
tax  dollars.  This  combination  allows  the  Kearsarge  Valley  Community 
Action  Program  to  provide  a  variety  of  services  to  the  residents  of  your 
community,  from  the  development  of  programs  that  meet  local  needs,  to 
outreach,  referral  and  direct  assistance. 

In  1999  we  served  1,418  Congregate  Meals  to  40  people  and  provided  Fuel 
Assistance  to  95  households;  238  people  received  up  to  three  days  of  food 
from  the  Emergency  Food  Pantries,  1 0  people  received  1 ,292  Meals-On- 
Wheels;  CAP  Transportation  provided  2,170  rides  to  26  people,  USDA 
Commodity  Foods  totaling  $2,442.16  which  consists  of  canned  goods  were 
given  out  through  the  Food  Pantry,  12  children  received  services  from 
Head  Start  and  the  Senior  Companion  Program  provided  520  hours  of 
visitation  to  homebound  elderly  people.  3  income  eligible  senior  citizens 
were  employed  through  the  Senior  Companion  Program  and  25  people 
received  293  packages  of  food  through  the  Commodity  Supplemental  Food 
Program.  4  Grants  totaling  $700.00  assisted  10  people  under  the  Neighbor 
Helping  Neighbor  Fund;  2  households/2  people  received  assistance 
through  the  Weatherization  Program  totaling  $5,445.40  and  WIC  (Women, 
Infants  and  Children)  issued  324  vouchers  to  27  people.  The  services 
provided  to  the  Town  of  Warner  in  1999  totaled  $165,713.81.  The  total 
dollar  amount  needed  from  the  local  towns  to  maintain  and  operate  the 
Area  Center  is  $41,627.

Established  in  accordance  with  state  law,  the  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association  of  20 
towns  in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Counties  and  the  City  of  Concord. 
The  Town  of  Warner  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission's  mission  is  to  improve,  through  education,  training,  and 
planning  assistance,  the  ability  of  the  municipalities  of  the  region  to  prepare 
and  implement  municipal  plans;  to  prepare  a  plan  for  effective  and  appro- 
priate development  and  utilization  of  the  resources  of  the  region;  and  to 
assist  municipalities  in  carrying  out  the  regional  plan. 

The  Commission  provides  a  variety  of  planning  services,  including  tele- 
phone consultations  on  planning  issues;  planning  research;  sample  ordi- 
nances, regulations,  and  planning  documents;  models;  data  and  access  to 
data  sources;  grant  information;  review  and  comment  on  planning  docu- 
ments; development  review;  and  educational  programs.

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Warner  Village  Water  District 
Commissioners'  Report 

This  has  been  an  active  year  for  the  District  with  ongoing  maintenance  to 
the  water  system  and  sewer  treatment  plant  as  well  as  completing  DES 
required  upgrades  to  the  treatment  plant. 

Improvements  required  by  DES  and  EPA  to  the  treatment  plant  started  in 
the  Fall  of  1998  were  completed  this  year.  These  improvements  consisted  of 
a  new  disinfection  system  to  reduce  and  control  the  chlorine  content  of  the 
water  discharged  into  the  Warner  River,  rerouting  of  piping  to  the  oxidation 
ditches  to  improve  input  and  output  flows  and  the  raising  of  the  walls 
surrounding  the  reed  beds  to  allow  an  increase  in  the  sludge  handling 
capacity  at  the  plant.  This  work  was  financed  with  CDBG  and  SRF  funds. 

The  next  major  project  to  be  undertaken  by  the  District  will  be  to  replace 
water  and  sewer  lines  on  Kirtland,  Geneva,  and  Roslyn  Streets.  This  project 
is  planned  to  coincide  with  the  Town's  project  for  installing  storm  drains, 
catch  basins,  and  culverts  in  this  area.  Combining  the  timing  of  the  two 
projects  will  reduce  inconveniences  to  the  residents  and  save  tax  dollars  by 
having  one  combined  project  instead  of  two  separate  ones.  The  District  has 
obtained  financing  through  USDA  Rural  Development  in  the  form  of  a  low 
interest  loan  and  a  grant  which  will  minimize  the  cost  to  the  District. 

Upgrading  and  replacing  outdated  and  failed  equipment  has  been  ongoing  in 
both  the  water  and  sewer  treatment  systems.  The  major  work  has  been  in  the 
sewer  system  where  four  pumps  had  to  be  rebuilt.  We  are  replacing 
inefficient  original  equipment,  such  as  pumps  and  drives,  with  newer  and 
more  efficient  models  as  the  budget  allows.  The  electrical  switching  and 
timing  devices  are  also  being  updated  in  both  systems  which  will  allow  the 
system  to  run  more  efficiently.  This  work  will  help  reduce  future  malfunc- 
tions due  to  aging  equipment  within  the  system  and  to  hold  down  costs. 

The  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  all  the  elected  and  employed 
District  personnel  for  all  their  hard  work  and  dedication.  You  are  all  doing  a 
great  job  for  the  Warner  Village  Water  District  and  are  appreciated.
